In September there were received from 
abroad at New York, several hundred pieces 
alled ‘‘steel blooms.’ The duty was accord- 
ingly fixed thereon by the appraiser.

The Merken Bros. Faliure.

MeMpuis, February 27.—Menken Bros., the lead- 
ing wholesale and retail dry goods house, failed 
this forenoon for half a million dollars. The cred- 
itors are Scattered all over the country and some in 
Europe. An assignment was only determined on 
yesterday, and no schedule of creditors could be 
obtained. The assets, comprising stock, cash, real 
estate, etc., are placed at $431.89, Menken 
Bros., who are the sons of old citizens of Cincinnati 
and did business with him failed there in 1861, paid 
0 cents on the dollar. Jules A. Menkin, J.S. Men- 
ken and N. D. Menken came here the same year 
and established the house Menken Bros. N.D. 
Menkin died of yellow fever in 1878, after having 
made himse!f immortal as the hero of the plague. 
In February 1880, J. 8 
gan were admitted to the firm, which always had 
unlimited credit. The Menkens, who reside in New 
York, with their families, arrived Saturday 
night and worked all day yesterday, the papers 
being filed with the register at 1 o’clock this morn 
ing, Ben. E Simon, St. 
Memphis, assignees. It is hinted that speculations 
in futures caused the disister, and that cotton must 
rise a cent a pound to make themeven.

THE WATER MAIN. 


THE CITY COUNCIL’S ACTION LAST 
NIGHT. 


A Complete Resume of the Water Works Troubles. 
The City will have to Submit to an Extraordina- = 
ry Tax of $83,000 for a Sufficiency of 
Water—Views of the Counc.Imen. 


Shall Atlanta have increased water facili- 
ties? 

This is the one absorbing question just now. 
The miserable condition of the streets, the 
insufficiency of the police force and the inad- 
equacy of the fire department are small ques- 
tions when compared with the great and press- 
ing want of water. 

About two years ago the water commis 
sioners began importuning the city council 
forimprovements. They claimed that the 
machinery at the water station was rapidly 
weuring away; that the one water main to 
the point of distribution on Richardson street 
was not enough in its volume, and that by 
neglecting an appropriation for these neces- 
sary improvements the property of the citi- 
zens was being jeopardized. The commission- 
ers in these petitions as well as in their regu- 
lar reports suggested the purchase of new 
engines, boilers, etc., and the laying of an ad- 
ditional and larger water main. 

IMPROVEMENT NEEDED. 

The necessity of the improvements was 
patent to all. Nearly every. citizen was 
familiar with the water system of the city, 
and all knew that the commissioners were 
speaking the truth when they declared that 
the demanii for water far exceeded the capaci- 
ty of the machinery. 

But the question lingered between the 
water commissioners and the city council 
until lust spring, when their prediction veri- 
fied itself, and the city suddenly awoke tothe 
realization that the machinery had failed. 
When this became known no little commo- 
tion was created and at the next meeting of 
the city council an appropriation of about 
$50,000 was voted for the purchase of new 
machinery. Subsequently this machinery 
was purchased, and workmen are now busily 
engaged in placing it 1n position. 

After this action the city began to feel easy 
but this was of short duration. After the city 
council had authorized the purchase of new 
machinery, the commissioners repaired the 
old machinery and kept the city supplied 
with water as best they could, but despite 
their exertions the supply was not equal to 
the demand as was clearly demonstrated at 
the two recent heavy fires. 

THE PRESENT 

The entire water supply comes tothe city 
through one sixteen-inch main, which is 
three and two-fifths miles long. There is 
consumed in Atlanta daily about six million 
gallons of water, and all this is drawn 
through this one pipe tothe point of distribu- 
tion on Richardson street. When the main 
was laid its capacity wasestimated at twoand 
one-half million gallons per day and through 


SUPPLY, 


this the city was supplied as its demand for } 


water increased. When first put in the 
machinery was sufficient to fill this main, but 
as the demand for water increased, and the 
supply was made to meet that demand, the 
tax upon the capacity of the works grew 
heavier and heavier, until the continual 
strain wore it away long before the time 
for iis dismissal arrived. So rapid was 
the increase in the demand that ia a short 
while after this main was sunk it was carry- 
ing daily from the water station to the city 
nearly four million gallons, almost twice the 
amount for which it was constructed, and 
this is the reason why the new machinery was 
required so much sooner than was antici- 
pated. 

After realizing the necessity for new ma- 
chinery, the commissioners took into consid- 
eration the growing demand for water and 
concluded to ask for machinery with a capac- 
ity sutlicient for future generations, and when 
the machinery had been secured they felt 
happy. 

CAPACITY OF THE WATER STATION, 

But this did not improve Atlanta’s water 
facilities much, At the water station there 
is, or rather will be when the work is finished, 
machinery with a capacity equal to the de- 
mands of a city of one hundred thousand peo- 
ple. In the city three miles away isa demand 
tor six million gallons per day, and between 
the two points is a transit for two and a half 
million gallons per dey. This fact was 
soon brought to light, and then the question 
of sinkinga@ new water main was sprung. 
This would occasion an increased expendi- 
ture of money, and the reception with which 
it was met was varied. The city council was 
interviewed upon the subject, but after a 
careful investigation of the case they declared 
that they could do nothing unless a special 
or extraordinary tax was levied, as the con- 
templated expenditures of the city would 
absorb the entire receipts. 

But this did not consign the new water 
main to its grave. The commissioners con- 
tinued their efforts until a few weeks ago the 
following communication was received by the 
city council from them: 

MK. RICHARDS S$ LETTER. 

OFFICE ATLANTA WATER Works, February 20, 
1882.—Hon. W. H. Howell, Chairman Committee on 
Water Works—Dear Sir: For the information of 
your committee and the members of the general 
council, | have been requested vy his honor, the 
mayor, togive an estimate of the cost of a twenty 
inch main pipe from the pumping station to the 
crossing of Richardson and Pryor.

LAST NIGHT S SESSION. 


The action of the council, when reported in 
THE CONSTITUTION, caused the question of the 
additional expenditure to be freely discussed 
upon the streets. Of course there were two 
sides to it, and each side had plenty of adhe- 
rents who ciaimed that they were right. 
Finally the time for action came, and last 
night the council, in a called ses#ion, 
began an effort to determine whether or not 
aspecial tax should be levied for the new 
water main.

Avsany, February 26.—[{Special.]—Having 
occasion to make atrip, by private convey- 
ance during the past week, through the in- 
terior portionsof Colquitt, Worth and Berrien 
counties, Isend you the following random 
notes, to be used at your discretion. 

Being on a wild land hunt, my route lay 


through a section which, until recently, was 
not often visited by ontsiders, but 


is now 
being traversed almost daily in every direction 
by parties who have raked up their long neg- 
lected titles to these vast and heretofore poor 
ly esteemed stretches of barren pine lands, 
with their no longer hidden stores of we’ “th 
in turpentine and timber. 

My first day’s trip brought me up at Moul. 
trie, the county site of Colquitt, Which, as a 
town, is not much to speak ofput as a_re- 
mote and inaccessible location, can doubtless 
bear off the palm over ai other in the state. 
It is distant from AAbany, in a southeast 
course, about 40 miles; from Thomasville, 28 
miles; from Valdgsta, 48, and from Ty-Ty, on 
the Brunswick ‘and Albany railroad, about 26 
miles. Itg’ mail facilities, however, are 
abundant,/and might serve to illustrate some 
of the /séauties of the star route system. It 
€njo¥s a tri-weekly mail from Thomasville, 
& S€fni-weekly mail from Albany, while from 
TyTy, its nearest railroad station, it gets a 

ail only once a week. My host for the 
night in Moultrie was the postmaster, and he 
reminded me of Mark Twain’s “highly 
concentrated’’ inhabitant, being like- 
wise clerk of the supreme court, deputy 
ordinary, ex-ofticio tax receiver, besides being 
landlord and general land and real estate 
agent, and enjoying an extensive justice court 
practice in the country around. The cares of 
official position, however, appeared to sit 
lightly upon him, and he did not seem to be 
greatly pressed for time. After supper the 
mail carrier came around forthe Albany mail, 
and was handed an empty United States mail 
sack, with not asolitary letter, document or 

ackage init. Inreply toan admiring query, 

was informed that this was of frequent oc- 
ecurrence—in fact, the rule, rather than the 
exception. I suggested to the carrier that he 
might utilize the capacious mail sack by fill- 
ing it with a few bushels of choice rn 
county yams for the Albany market, and he 
earnestly inquired if I thought it would be 
agin the law. It seemed to burt his official 
dignity to have to haul an empty mail sack 
over his route. I notice, however, that four 
copies of the ubifuitous CoNsTITUTION were 
distributed at this office. 

TIMBER AND TURPENTINE. 


The timber and turpentine interests along 
the line of the Brunswick and Albany rail- 
road have greatly enhanced the value of these 
pine lands within the past two or three years, 
ana greatly stimulated inquiry after them. 
Along the line of the railroad the lands have 
long since been bought up by the timber and 
turpentine men, and as these become ex- 
hausted they are reaching out further into 
the interior every yeur. To these encroach- 
ments, however, the stock men oppose a reso- 
lute front, and all who are able, are endeay- 
oring to secure titles to all the unoccupied 
jand, to keep the turpentine men back. In 
this contest very little concern is felt by either 
side for the true title, the object of both being 
to secure the first possession under any sort of 
a writing that will warrant occupancy. Asa 
necessary conseyuence, a world of litigation 
will be opened up for the future. Both sides 
appear to be equally reckless and unscrupu- 
lous in asserting their claims. The timber 
and turpentine men only want the use of the 
land, or rather, the timber, for two or three 
years at most, and the stock men say that 
cutting the timber and “‘boxing”’ the trees 
destroys the range for stock. 

The road from Moultrie to Ty-Ty, in Worth 
county, passes along through an unbroken, 
monotonous ‘pine-struck forest, waste and 
bare.” The .soods were being burned off by 
the stock raisers, an annual custom with 
them, and the amount of wood and timber 
destroyed in every one of these burnings is 
sad to contemplate. 

Between these two classes just mentioned— 
the turpentine and stock men—it looks as 
though a sort of Gog and Magog war against 
nature was being waged atl over this section 
of country. One class destroys its value as 
land for agricultural purposes by annually 
burning off the pine straw and wire grass, 
while the other denudes it of its magnificent 
timber. What the future has in store for it 
would be difficult to forecast with any accu- 
racy. One thing it has thus far accomplished: 
it has developed a large, self-sustaining local 
traffic for the Brunswick and Albany railroad 
little dreamed of by its projectors. The 
amount of freight, in turpentine and timber 
alone hauled over this line, has reached im- 
mense proportions, and is increasing every 
year, 

LAND SHARKS AND TITLES. 


The records of the courtin Moultrie, viz: 
The registry of deeds, and the tax digests, 
Seald be interesting reading to a great many 
at a distance who fancy they hold the genuine 
titles to many of the w.ld lots in this section, 
and are resting quietly under that impression.

Asan instance ol 
how thingsare being fixed up, one gentleman 
in Savannah, soméwhat notorious throughout 
southwest Georgia for his reckless dealings in 
wild land, has on record a deed from another 

rty equally notorious in this line, convey- 

gto him more than 160 wild lots, of 490 
acres each, in the 8th and 9th districts of Col- 
quitt. They say he never hesitates to make 
and execute a warranty deed to any of these 
lots to any one who applies to him and on 
almost any consideration, and has according- 
H{is so-called titles 
or claims to this immense area of land origi- 

nated with the tax fi. fas. issued and sold 
under the (Goldsmith regime. Failing, 
however, in his efforts to get a sheriff to bring

under our lax system in ejectment suits, 
might be admirable in court as color of title.

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Attempted Assassination.

On Saturday night last, shortly after dark, 
the town was thrown into a state of excite- 
ment bythe report that Mr. Bascom Everett 
had been shot while sitting at the supper 
table. Mr. Everett lives not quite a_ mile 
from town, and in a few moments his house 
was crowded with anxious friends desiring to 
learn the result of his wounds. Soon after 
the arrival of Dr. J. E. Carter he pronounced 
the wounds rot necessarily fatal While Mr. 
Everett was sitting at the supper table with 
Mr. b. J. Boynton, Mrs. Everett and his four 
year old child, a sudden report was heard 
and Mr. Everett dropped his head upon his 
hand thinking the lamp had exploaed, while 
Mr Boynton immediately arose and hurried 
Mrs. Everett and the child from the room, an- 
ticipating another shot from the gun. It was 
not until another room was reached that they 
knew what was the matter when Mr. Everett 
walked in with blood streaming from his head 
and saying, ‘‘Iam shot.’’ After summoning 
Dr. Cutter, who hastened to the spot and 
made an examination, it was found that about 
twenty No. 6 shot had struck Mr. Everett 
upon the right side of his head, none of them 
penetrating thbrain. As soon as Mr. Everett 
was cared for, immediate inquiry was institu- 
ted as to theshooting. It appears that a negro 
named Isham Harvy, alias Isham Ball, had 
been living with Mr. Everett’s cook, a negro 
woman named Anna Prince, whom he moved 
away from Mr. Everett’s. He threatened to 
kill anyone wno would carry Anna back, 
and the result shows that he did not wait long 
to attempt to carry out his threat. Anna 
was moved back to Mr. Everett’s on Saturday 
evening. Isham having procured his shot 
gun repaired to Mr. Everett's, and while the 
family were eating supper Isham took delib- 
erate aim at Mr. Everett’s. head through an 
open door and fired. Very fortunately for 
Mr. Everett eighty of the shot struck the 
door facing, while twenty struck him and 
twenty-one were lodged in the wall of the 
dining room. Ishamimmediately fled for parts 
unknown. A number of gentlemen at once 
instituted a search for the would-be-assassin, 
but up to the present time of writing he has 
not been apprehended. Messrs Mark and 
Sam Everett issued circulars offering a reward 
of one hundred dollars for the culprit, and 
strong hopes are entertained of his final cap- 
ture. Isham is a noted thief and of bad 
character generally, and is, well acquainted 
with the woods and swamps where most 
likely he took refuge.

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A SAVANNAH FIRE. 


Solomon Bro.’s 890,000 Fire on Sunday Laat. 
Savannah News. 

An alarm of fire was turned in from station 
No. 12, corner of Bay and Jefferson streets, 
yesterday afternoon at half-past three o'clock, 
which was occasioned by the discovery of 
smoke issuing from the upper portion of the 
extensive grocery establishment of Messrs. 
Solomon Bros., No, 173 and 175 Bay street, 
between Barnard and Jefferson. The depart- 
ment reached the ground in remarkably short 
time, and were quickly deployed for efficient 
work by Chief Osceola Butler. It was ap- 
parent that the fire must have _ been 
smoulderiug for some time previous to its 
discovery, as before the steamers got well 
to work dense volumes of smoke were issuing 
from the upper windows, both on the bay 
and on the lane, indicating that the interior 
was pretty well enveloped in _ flames. 
Lhere wasa half attic immediately above the 
second floor, and it was from this quarter that 
the smoke poured. The second floor was 
densely packed with brooms, papers, matches 
and other light goods, which accounts for the 
rapid headway made by the fire. On the 
first floor near the front entrance were sey- 
eral small kegs of gunpowder and five or six 
barrels of kerosene oil, which were removed 
as soon as the doors were opened to the oppo- 
site side of the street to the place of safety. 
The entire force of the department were em- 
ployed, four steamers being in service, and 
the men worked with a will. 

After some difficulty the windows on ‘the 
second floor were broken in and the iron 
shutters to the windows on the first floor 
forced, and the firemen were enabled to play 
their streams to better advantage. Mounted 
on ladders thrown up against the building,the 
gallant pipemen nll their associates battled 
manfully with the raging element until the 
crumbling of the cornice compelled them to 
shift position; not, however, before several 
firemen, members of the Waver, were in- 
jured slightly by being struck by the falling 
bricks, one of them, Mr. Robert Warner, be- 
ing very “painfully injured in the head and 
face. About half-past 5 o’clock Chief Butler, 
in order to avert the possibility of any fatal 
accidents, determined to pull down the front 
wall, which was cracking bedi under the in- 
tense heat,and showed signs of crumbling,and 
the hook and ladder boys with their hooks 
were soon at work, and down came the wall 
with a crash, as the flames shot upward in per- 
fect sheets, fanned by the ventilation thus 
given. The demolition of the wall enabled 
the firemen to work more effectively, and ap- 
prehensions that had been experienced in re- 
gard to the cotton warehouse of Messrs. Pea- 
cock, Hunt & Co., adjoiningon the west, were 
allayed, when considerable excitement was 
occasioned by the report that the fire had 
broken through and some of the cotton was 
on fire. Investigation revealed the fact, not 
before known to the chief fireman, that there 
ras a skylight on the roof of the warehouse 
near the burning building, and some of the 
falling bricks had smashed through, carrying 
sparks with them, and setting fire to some of 
the bales. The doors of the warehouse were 
at once opened, and a line of hose introduced 
into the premises, a good stream effectually 
extinguishing the fire. 
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were removed. Only four bales were lecuy 
| scorched, and some fifteen or more damaged 


by water. 

The building occupied . by Messrs. Solomon 
Brothers is a double store, two stories in 
height, with the half «attic referred to, and 
was filled with an immense stock of — 
and liquors, valued at $90,000. The uilding 
and stock may be said to be a total loss. The 
property belonged te the estate of Champion 
aad was insured for $3,000in the Southern 
mutual insurance company, represented by 
Messrs. T. H. Harden & Co. s 

The building burned was damaged by fire 
in February of last year when Mr. G. A. Huad- 
son's place, adjoining on the east, was burned 
out, and Messrs. Solomon Brothers suffered a 
loss at that time. In the great storm last 
August the roof of the building was blown of 
and the stock considerably damaged then,and 
yesterday afternoon the building was burned 
down and the entire stock. was destroyed. 
To-day it will be found a smouldering mass of 


ruins. 
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Savannah Whale Fishers. 
Savannah News. 

The whale which has been seen in these 
waters several times lately has been captured 
and killed by the whaling schooner Lotta 
Cook, and now lies in deep water near Dau- 
fuskie beach. The crew of the vessel named 
are at work reducing the monster to oil and 
obtaining whalebone to mauufacture fash‘on- 
able gorsets. It is estimated that she will 
produce about ninety barrels of oil. Her calf 
is near the same vicinity, and occasionally 
approaches its dead mother, and the whalers 
are confident of capturing it, as it came suffi- 
ciently close on Saurday to its mother to have 
been killed. The men were, however, not 
enabled to use their boats at the time and it 
escaped. The calf is of large size, and it is 
estimated will produce about fifteen barrels of 
oil. The presence of these ‘Jonah swallow- 
ers’ in our waters promises to prove a bonanza 
to some cruisers, as it is estimated that the oil 
from an average size one will yield about 
$5,000. 

Since the capture of the one above noted 
we learn that on Wednesday last a whaling 
schooner, which has been cruising around 
Brunswick and St. Simon’s island on the 
lookout for these leviathans of the deep, suc- 
ceeded in coming across a huge fellow near 
the island, which they killed and captured, 
and are now busily employed reducing the 
flesh to oil. Weare informed that it is ex- 
rected fully one hundred barrels of oil will 

e obtained. 

The method employed in dispatching these 
monsters now is more rapid and attended with 
less danger than formerly. A harpoon is 
driven into the body with a small torpedo at- 
tached which explodes inside, making a fear- 
ful wound that quickly produces death. The 
lifeless body is then hauled to the side of the 
vessel, when ropes are tied around it near the 
head and tail and secured to the masts. The 
carcass is cutein large square pieces with a 
sharp instrument, shaped like a spade. These 
pieces are hauled upon deck with a _ block 
and tackle and the-flesh boiled down to oil. 

Large numbers of agg, oe from Brunswick 
went to St. Simon’s in boats to get a look at 
the dead monster, and some of them were 
towed back to Brunswick on her outward 
trip by the steamer David Clark.

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- , NEW HOME FOR THE POPE. 


Proposing te Move the Vatican te Quebec. 
Quesec, February 27 .—Negotiations have 
been pending for some months between the 
authorities of the Roman Catholic church 1p 
Quebec and the vatican. The persons ad- 


mitted to the secret are not many, and are 
said to include only the archbishop of the 

rovince of Quebec, and two discreet 

ishops of the same diocese, the Hon. Sir 
Hector Louis Langevin, minister ot public 
works for Canada; the Hon. M. Chapleau, 
leader of the Quebec government; the 
Hon. John O'Connor, a _ representa- 
tive. of the Irish Catholic people of 
Quebec, ad two or three others. — The nego- 
tiations have been conducted with the ut- 
most secrecy, and not a word of the subject 
has found its way into the official organ of 
the archbishop. The scheme under consider 
ation is no less than a proposal to establish 
the pope in Quebec, and to remove the 
vatican, which has stood on the bank: of the 
Tiber for nearly nineteen centuries, to the 
shore of the St. Lawrence. The negotiating 
parties on this side of the ocean propose to 
bind themselves to seeure a grantfrom the 
province of Quebee of $4,000,000 toward the 
construction of a habitation suitable for the 
wearer of the tiara. It is also proposed that 
the Hon. Sir Hector Langevin, on be- 
half of the Roman Catholics of French 
origin, and the Hon. John O Connor, 
on behalf of the Irish Catholics, should 
also ask for a conjoint grant of $1,000,000 trom 
the Canadian parliament, to be used for the 
same eg Ome To this latter part of the pro- 
posal Sir Hector Langevin, whoisa lay Jesuit, 
is not favorable, as he believes that the Vro- 
testants of Canada may take alarm at such a 
request, and that the line between free trace 
and protection in such a case world fade 
away, and give place to a break between the 
Protestants and the Catholics. The Hon. Mr. 
O'Connor is in favor of openly advocating the 
measure at the present session of the Domin- 
ion parliament; but his desires will unques- 
LiviiaiV De Ove rruled. Sir biector the 
cautious view of the question and says it will 
be better to strengthen the pope’s position 
here by other means, by carrying out the 
gigantic scheme of colonization in the north- 
west, proposed by their graces Archbishops 
Lynch, Tache and others, by geting posses- 
sion of a large share of a territory which is 
estimated to be capable of maintaining 90,000,- 
000 of people. Sir Hector has further con- 
tended that, while it is seemly tor Quebec, 
with its Roman Catholic governor and gov- 
ernment, to make a grant in purely denoml- 
national benevolence, it would be’unseemly, 
even in Catholic eyes, for a Protestant prov- 
ince or state to make suchagrant. Premier 
M. Chapleau is as cautious as Sir Hector, yet 
he is willing to go to France to undertake 
another loan to raise the proposed sum for the 
erection of a Canadian vatican. 

The only probable bar to the proceedings 
will be the tinal attitude of the sovereign pon 
tiff himself. He has received several propo- 
sitions from the Quebee conclave, and his 
second reply, which clearly defines his posi- 
tion, sets forth that the subject of most en 
grossing care at present with himself and his 
advisers is another residence for the head of 
the church. That, instead of the breach 
made between the temporal and the spiritual 
powers in 1848 closing, it is every day grow- 
ing wider. That France, which from time 
immemorial bad been the church’s cham- 
pion,and which, through Pepin,had endowed 
the spiritual arm of the church with a tem- 
poral power befitting its dignity, and which 
through Charlemagne ratited that confer- 
ment, and which, in 1849, though 
harrassed by internal dissensions, struck 
the sceptre from the hands of Garabaldi and 
Mazzini—has now grown cold, closed her re- 
lisrious schools, driven out her priests, and 
riven her government andthe regulation of 
her educational system in the Bands oi infi- 
dels and impious men. That, therefore, no 
help Is to be expected from France; that 
Spain, though faithrul, is powerless, and that 
no matter how zealous a Caiholic the king of 
Italy may be, he is entirely in impious hands, 
Meanwhile, he says, the head of the church is 
a prisoner in his own palace; his person 
and his officers are exposed to the insults 
of the ungodly, and have been reviled and 
assailed? in the very” streets of Rome. 
The pope, therefore, thinks the time for re- 
moval has come, but where to establish the 
imperial city isthe perplexing question. Had 
faithful Ireland control of her own affairs the 
papal court would be established in Dublin, 
but that, under the circumstauces, is impos- 
sible. In South America the spirit of discord 
is too rampant, else Lima or Santiago might 
afford a refuge. He next points to the United 
States. That country, he says, has always 
been liberal to the church, undiscriminating 
as tou creed, the Catholics faring as well in the 
distribution of offices as the dissenters. Still, 
he says, the United States is a Protestant 
country, her chief magistrate and her customs 
are Protestant, and her statutes ignore the 
sacred church festivals. For these and other 
reasons he has been unable to give consent to 
the solicitations of one court cardinal, and of 
some of the worthy prelates of the United 
States, to fix his abode in the republic. He 
then discusses the feasibility of the 
Quebec project. He points out that the 
province is small, and, necessarily, poor; that 
in the wholé dominion there are less than 
2,000,000 of the faithful; that, while its pros- 
pects of development are good, it is yet only 
in itsinfaney. He doesnot fail to remind 
those interested in his pastoral welfare that 
the expense of maintaining his court, includ- 
ing the cardinals, who share his palace with 
him, would be very great; that wherever he 
goes he is compelled to give audiences, re- 
ceive deputations, and incur other heavy out- 
ays,and that the exterior dignity of the 
papal seat should accord with the spiritual 
supremacy of the church. He laid stress, 
also,on the Catholic colonization scheme, and 
hinted thatin the event of the papal see being 
removed to Canada, immigration from Italy 
would be encouraged. He concluded a long 
and searching letter with a blessing on those 
who remembered ‘the boly father in his ex- 
tremity, and asked for further information 
on subjects mentioned only briefly in the 
(Juebec letters. 

This communication from the pepe shar- 
pened the zeal of the Quebec bishops. and 
their fellow-workers They at once res@elved 
to put themselves in communication with 
the bishops of the United States, with the 
archbishops of Dublin, Cashel and other dio- 
ceses in Jreland, inviting their co-operation 
and advice in the furtherance of the project. 
If the pope should decide to make the change 
a subscription would at once be opened, and 
the whole Catholic world would be asked to 
contribute.

In one of my score of trips between Ogden 
and Salt Lake, I became not a little interested 
in the behavior of a kind and sympathetic old 
gentleman, from Chicago, I believe, who was 
making his twst trip into Mormondom. 
had no sooner taken his seat in the car than 
he turned and inquired of a man if many of 
these people around him were Mormons. On 
being informed that most of them were of the 


torand other railway employes, he seemed 
much concerned, and tor some time acted as 
though the burden of the whole thing rested 
upon him, to a great degree, and that’ be had 
awork todo. At length, rising and seating 
himself beside a foreign-looking woman, 
he asked her it she was a Mormon. She re- 
plied that she was, when the venerable man 
settled’ back tur a time in apparent deep 
thought, from which he abruptly roused him- 
self to anxious.y demand of the woman: 

‘Are you happy?” 

What the woman’s answer was could not be 
heard, but the incident serves to show that 
any man, woman orchild who lives in Utah, 


‘or even yisits the tegritory, must constartly 


have the contaminating subject of polygamy 
an ever-present theme of thought and conver- 
sation. 
to morals, insomuch as familiarity with sin 
must blunt the sensibitities? 

It will be a good day for the country when 
believers in the higher system of monogamy 
no longer constitute a minority in Utah; 
when a right social condition shall overwhelin 
awrong sociology, instead of standing help- 
less and awestricken before it. The Gentiles 
in Utah are buta handful; the Mormons a 
host. The latter stand in fear of everv 
measure which may change Utah into a com- 
monwealth governed by law abiding citizens 
of the United States. They dreaded the snort 
of the locomotive; they were startled at the 
ring of the miner’s pick; they trembled at the 
advent of fashion in attire as heralds of ad- 
Vaneing civilization. Yielding to the in- 
evitable, they have accepted the railroad and 
tolerate the miner, but to this day hold out 
and preach against the band box as something 
more to be feured than the ballot box as a 
barrier to polygamy. The expense of keep- 
ing wives 1s always a matter for deep consid- 
eration. 

Whether or not the Mormons are losing or 
gaining ground isan open question. Many 
of the young people have married Gentiles, 
especially among the girls, who have an in- 
clination, generally, to seize on a whole man, 
though he may bean outsider, rather than 
run the risk of taking up witha fractional 
part of a ‘“‘saint’”’ within the fold. 

A very considerable number of prominent 
members have been lost to the church on ac- 
count of the tithing-evil. It may do fora 


_poor man to give one-tenth of all he produces 


to his religious advisers, but when a man be- 
comes wealthy, as many a Mormon has of 
late years, through ownership in railroads, 
mines and mercantile interests, a tithe of all 
he possesses comes to be an important sum, 
ond almost invariably causes him to break 
faith with the church and to stop breaking 
bread with the brethren. 

Disaffection in various. forms serves to di- 
minish the rolls, yet, notwithstanding all this, 
Mormonism is spreading like thistles by the 
highway, until Idaho has become almost as 
much of a polygamous territory as Utah, with 
New Mexico and part of Colorado not far be- 
hind. Some of the neatest tabernacles of the 
sect are now to be found in these outside re- 
gions. Then all these points are recruited by 
missionary «ffort in Europe, a large force of 
wandering revivalists being kept constantly 
at work among the lower classes of Scandina- 
vians, Welsh and Englishabroad. Nochurechon 
earth is at present so zealous in missionary 
labor. The Mormons welcome all kind of 
white people to theircommunion, but will 
have nothing to do with negroes, whom they 
set down as having no souls or hope of heaven. 
The main issue, in the antagonism felt by all 
nations against the Mormons, rests on the 
tenet of polygamy. Mormonism, per se, is 
subject to criticism only as other religious 
bodies. It has its rites, rules, revelations and 
creed, and was first established by Joseph 
Smith, without any reference to polygamy 
except to pronounce it an abomination. 5ub- 
sequently, as a majority of the Mormons now 
profess to beiieve, he published a revelation 
asan addenda to his Biblical supplement, 
authorizing and commanding his followers to 
practice marrying on the broadest possible 
scale. This new revelation was entitled 
“Cestial Marriage,’ and is cherished in man- 
uscript by the keepers of the church archives. 
All claims that it is spurious, or the work of 
Brigham Young,are disavcwed by the present 
leaders in the denomination, though there 1s 
a branch known us the ‘Josephites’’ 
which put no faith in the document. Brig- 
ham Young was the greatest polygamist that 
the church had, or probably ever will have, 
and it is more than possible that he was the 
Joseph who gave Mormonism its polygamous 
doctrines. -This man advocated the possession 
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Can this be otherwise than injurious | 


| man is the wife 


— of its courtesans, recruited from the 
10omes of polygamous unions. The whole 
truth in this matter cannot be submitted to 
print. 

In the agitation now pending for the enact- 
ment of laws and the adoption of measures to 
suppress the Mormon evil, the lawmakers are 
continually reminded by the Taylors and 
Cannons that they, the Gentile stone-throw- 
ers, may be. living in glass houses. ‘‘Salt 
Lake City and Washington city are not so far 
apartas some people imagine,’’ was an ex- 
pression I heardina Mormon meeting not 
inany dayssince. Threats have been freely 
made that certain congressmen would regret 
their action ifthey presumed to: press the 
anti-polygamy bills to an issue; but the fact 
that the main bill has been fearlessly acted 
upon would seem to indicate very little re- 
gard for the ‘bluffs’ which have been for- 
warded to the national capital from the Mor- 
mon endowment house. These political tac- 
tics have been used from the same quarter 
before, Brigham Young urging an early Gen- 
| governor of Utah to. resign through a 
blackmailing piece of strategy, in which one 
of the prophets daughters figured in male at- 
tire. 

il cannotforbear to mention a few of th 
most earnest workers and most encouraging 
methods employed in the inunediate field for 
the suppression of the “‘twin relic of barba- 
rism.”’ First of these is Governor Murray, 
the best governor ever sent by a president to 
Utah. In the face of all manner of opposi- 
tion he has stood with Delegate-elect Camp- 
bell and fought against polygamy and for his 
country. He would not consent togive a cer- 
tificate of election to Cennon, whom he knew 
to be an alien and a lawbreaker. The result 
of this noble action is seen and felt through- 
out Christendom in the form of an agitation 
Which will sweep shametaced public polygamy 
from the public domain. In this work he has 


been ably assisted, hot only by Mr. Campbell, 


but by alittle company of earnest reformers, 
who may be seen at any time in and around 
the United land-oftice here and the 
office ot the Salt Lake Tribune. Behind these 
men have been their wives, cultivated and 
lofty women, whose hearts are in the great 
work of redeeming their sisters in the Mor- 
mon church from athraildom worse than the 
slavery of hands alone. 

There is a natural anxiety to know how the 
chief sutferers in this social drama regard their 
lot. Enterinto confidence with them, as some 
of the Gentile ladies have succeeded in doing, 
and it will be learned that they are divided 
into twoclasses. One will sincerely recognize 
the Mormon church as a Heaven-inspired in- 
stitution in all its parts—prophecy, priest- 
hood, tablets, revelations, ‘celestial marriage,”’ 
and all-—regretting, perhaps, the necessity for 
plurai marriages, which lies heavily on good 
men, and the necessity for tighting the natural 
affections of the heart, which lies quite as 
heavily on dutiful first wives. This class be-

We print in another column a remarkable 

array of letters giving examples of successful 

farmers in the state. It appears without a 

single exception that the men who have been 

prosperous in farming are men who make 
their farms self-sustaining—who raise their 
own corn, hay, grain and, to a degree, their 
meat.

The Telegraph, in an article 
evidently intended to have an indirect bear- 
ing upon this discussion, says the southern 
farmers are poor because they idle around 
and half-do their work. There is no doubt a 
good deal of truth in this, but we submit that 
the McKinley plan of robbery will add neither 
t» their industry nor to their energy. 

In regard to the statement of the Telegraph 
that the profit of the farmer in the sale of his 
ties to the cotton-buyer is $254 on every ton, 
it is hardly necessary to pursue so wild a bur- 
lesque with serious argument. There is not a 
cotton-planter in the state who has ever taken 
the trouble to investigate the matter who 
doesn’t know that he receives practically 
nothing tor his bagging and ties. The most 
that he can hope for is, by taking extra pains 
in making his cotton marketable and prepur- 
ing it for transportation, the gain of a fractien 
in classification. If the Telegraph is correct 
when it says that the cotton-planters sell their 
ties at the rate of $224 a ton, these modest lit- 
tle iron hoops cost some one nearly seven mil- 
lion dollars annually. Now, who pays for 
them at this rate? Will the Telegraph inform 
us? Buyers in free-trade England are barred 
out by the Telegraph's own admission. They 
pay nothing for bagging and ties in England. 
Now, then, who pays $6,720,000 for these ties 
every year? - 

Even should the McKinley bill become a 
law, the Pennsylvania iron orphans could sell 
their ties for only about $90 a ton. Wouldn't 
it be better—wouldn’t ie be more profitable— 
for the manufacturers to pay the farmers a 
commission fir selling their ties for them? 
There is not a farmer in Georgia that wouldn’t 
be glad to return all his cotton-tie profits. to 
the manufacturers, provided they will drop 
their spoliation project.

THE LATE PRESIDENT. 


Emory Storrs—Telegram from Mrs. Gar- 
field. 

CHicaco, February 2s.—In spite of the rainy 
night an audience, which completely filled 
the Central music hall, assembled shortly be 
fore 8 o'clock, last night, to participate in the 
memorial services of the late president of the 
United States, James A. Gartield. The audi- 
ence was made up from all classes of society, 
and they all by their respectful attention 
showed the motives which brought them to- 
gether. The hall was appropriately trimmed 
with flowers and draped flags, and immedi- 
ately back of the platform wasa large portrait 
of him whose memory the company had as- 
sembled to honor. Among the floral decora- 
tions was the wreath sent by Queen Victoria 
and the emblem from the empress of Brazil. 
Mr. Emory A. Storrs was then introduced, 
and began by saying that he was not 
here merely to give utterance to that love and 
regard which he himself entertained for Gar- 
field while living, nor that a@miration of his 
pure and jofty character which he held for 
him now that Garlieid was no more. ‘The 
fame of our dead president, said the speaker, 
is too great, his achievements too large and 
splendid, his character as a man, asa citizen, 
asascholarand a_ statesman: too lofty to be 
appreciated by any one man or any set of 
men. The custodians of Garfield’s fame are 
not found within one party nor one segi. and 
they embrace all partie; and all sects. Mr. 
Storrs then eulogized Gartield’s eventful ana 
wonderful life, and told now he advabne- 
ed, step by step, by sheer force of bis 
intellect, reinforced fy his spotless ron- 
science, from an aymbie rank in life to the 
Loftiest maser eig of honor and achievement. 
Speaking Of qin as a politician, Mr. Storrs 
said that P eused party notasan end, but as 
areas toanend. He was never owned or 
eointrolled by a machine, but was too practi- 
cal a statesman not to know that in the 
church and state an intelligently controlled 
machine is indispensible to success. He per- 
ished, said the orator in conclusion, with the 
coniicts of temporary excitement raging 
around him, involving more of persons than 
of principles. The whole world loved lim 
because he loved the whole world. 

The chairman received a letter from Mrs. 
Gartield saying: ‘Pray receive my thanks for 
the kindness of your invitation, although my 
great heart-beating sorrow forbids its accept-

A MADISON CONFLAGRATIOR, 


In Which #100,000 Rapidly Disappears. 

From a gentleman who came in oR the 
Georgia train last night a CONSTITUTION repre- 
sentative learned that Madison experienced a 
$100 000 fire yesterday. Early in the morning 
a blaze was detected in the rear of the block 
occupied by Few & Son, grocers, and Gregg 
Bros., cotton dealers, and although the alarm 
was promptly given and the fire desper- 
ately fought the flames were not conquer- 
ed until over a hundred thousand doilars 
worth of praperty was destroyed. The block 
was a large one. One room was occupied by 
Few & Son, who lost a $2,000 stoek of grocer- 
ies, while the rest of the buildimg was used as 
a cotton warehouse by Gregg Brothers. When 
the fire broke out there were about 2,000 
bales of cottow in the building and although 
strong efforts were made to sawe it only a 
small amount owas removed, so rapidly did 
the fire progress after it started. 

The entire biock of buildings was also con- 
sumed, It isnot known whether there was 
any imsurance,neither could the exact amount 
of the loss be ascertained. Just one week ago 
a fire was discovered in this same building 
and was extinguished.

WHAT IS GOING ON AMONG THEM 
NOW. 


The Memphis and Charleston, Louisville and Nash- 
ville, Jay Gould Newbemb Cole-Seney Syndai- 
cate Rumors—V. 8. and T-—Chattahoo- 
ehee and East Pass and Other Roads. 


It will be remembered that some time ago a pool 
of speculators bought a controlling interest in the 
stock of the Memphis and Charleston railroad, 
which railroad was leased to the Cole-Seney syndi- 
exteand made a most important part of their 
system. 

It was the openly announced purpose of these 
speculators to either break the lease by a law suit 
and then turn over the control of the Memphis and 
Charleston to the Louisville and Nashville system, 
force the Cole-Seney syndicate to 
their stock at an advanced 
price, Considerable fear was felt in this section 
that the managers of the pool would be able to 
carry out their threats, and that the Cole system 
which promised permanent competition wita the 
other great systeins of southern railroads, would,be 
seriously crippled by the Loss of its western connec- 
tions. THE maintained that there 
was no danger of this; that the speculators would 
never begin the suit to break the lease, and that the 
stock would pass into the hands of the Cole-Seney 
people in less than six months and at low figures. 

Our predictious have been fully realized. Week 
after week passed, and yet the holders of the Mem- 
phis and Charleston stock never began their threat- 
ened suit of dispossession. A few days ago the 
stock tumbled forty-three points from the highest 
notch, and things looked very blue for the holders. 
Yesterday a dispatch was received in this city from 
a perfectly reliable source, stating that a trade had 
been closed by whjch the control of the stock of the 
Memphis and Charleston road had been trunsicrred 
to the Cole-Seney syndicate. 

The people cif the south need to congratalate 
themselves on the final settlement of this quarrel, 
which wasan ugly though an idle one. Colonel 
Cole and his associates control the Mem- 
phis and Charlesten railroad not only by the 
lease, but also by holding a majority of the 
stock. This settles them in the saddle and 
gives to us a& permanent and _ powerful 
competing system of roads. Thestock of the Mem- 
phis and Charicston rose five points yesterday, fell 
back a point or two and closed strong. We have no 
idea as to what effect the consummation of the 
trade will have on the stock, but of one thing we 
are assured—that it makes the Cole-Serey system of 
railroads impregnable and will give us competition 
from every point of the compass. 

Nashville Banner. 
A startling rumor to the effect that Jay 
Gould had seooped the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad was current on the streets as 
early as 10 o’clock this morning. Coupled 
With this rumor was a report that not only 
had the road been scooped, but that Colonel 
kK. W. Cole, of this city, Was to be made 
president, and Victor Newcomb, of Louisville, 
vice-president. The news spread with the 
wind, and in a half hour after it was received 
it HeAONVe the leading topic of conversation 
in every quarter of the city. Lawyers, bank- 
ers, brokers, speculators, and everyone wham 
it was thought likely would know taiiethine 
were visited, with a yiew of tracing the rumors. 
to soine relrable Souree, but without o vail. 
W hile evervhody had heard the reports, no 
where they originated. 
Many were disposed to credit the rumors, 
mainly, it is presumed, from the fact that 
Louisville and Nashyille steek had recently 
been quite feverish, Others treated the miat- 
ter as a ridiculous canara, 
President Vorter was called upen by a Ban- 
ner representative and questioned as to the 
truth of the rumor. He denied it in toto, 
tle said tliat he had just received a telegram 
from one of the directors ef the Louisville 
and Nashville road, who isin New York, and 
no mention of sach a thing was made. He 
further stated that if such a change were to 
take pluce, he would be advised of it. He 
did not believe that there was any foundation 
for such a rusnor. 
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THE RUMOR DENIED, 

Lovisv@.Le, Ky., February 28.—A_ Post 
reporter to-day called on General Alexander 
in regard to the sensational reports from 
Nashville that Gould and Cole had gotten 
eontrol of the Louisville and Nashville road. 
He laughed at the idea, and said that there 
was not a shadow of truth in the rumor. The 
attorneys of the road were interviewed with 
the same result. 


THE VICKSBURG, SHREVEPORT AND TEXAS, 
GINCINNATE, February 20.—The contract for 
building the gap of fifty miles in the Vicks- 
burg, Shreveport and Texas railroad, belong- 
ing to the Erlanger system, extending from 
Arcadia to Shreveport, was to-day signed 
here by the contractors, Messrs. Rogers, Rex- 
ford and James, of New York and New 
Orleans, whose oftice is et Shreveport.

CHATTAHOOCHEE AND KAST PASS RAILR@AD. 
Bainbridge Democrat. 

A company will be organized in. Jackson- 
ville, Fla., next Friday, the 24th inst., for 
the purpose of building a railroad from Chat- 
tahouchee to a point near East Pass, on the 
Gulf of Mexico. The leading corporators of 
this new enterprise we notice are H. 8, 
Haines, Henry M. Drane and W. P. Hardee, 
and whose connection therewith ‘is e guaran- 
tee of its speedy completion. The first is the 
able and well-known general manager of the 
Savannah, Florida and Western railway, now 
about to lengthen its arms so as to embrace 
the great southwest by. the connectien soon to 
be commenced betweerr Bainbridge and Chat- 
tahoechee; the second is the superintendent 
of the construction of the &., F. and W., and 
the last is, we believe, a leading director in 
the same powerful organization, 

The distance from Chattahoochee to the 
vulf is about sixty miles, and the opening up 
of that country will simply reclaim a wilder- 
ness te the uses of civilization and open to the 
commerce of the world one of the best harbors 
on our great inland oeean. 

The road will connect at Chattahoochee 
with the Savannah, florida and Western, 
giving that highway a<irect outlet te the gulf 
over which the immense nayal storesof south- 
western Georgia will be carried to find 
markets in all countries of the world. The 
time is not far distant when this‘section will] 
produee the bulk of the rosin and turpentine 
manufactured on the globe, and Major Haines 
and his associates, are far-seeing enough to 
know that transportation must be provided 
to mect this enormous increase of production. 
And this cannot be better met than in this 
short line to Kast Pass. 

While the possibilities of this contemplated 
road are immense as a paying railroad invest- 
ment, the outlook for southwest Georgia— 
especially that heavily timbered portien ex- 
tending along the Flint river to Albany, and 
from the Flint back west to the Chattaheo- 
chee, embracing the finest pineries in the 
world—is cheering indeed. this line, too, 
will be invaluable to Bainbridge, from the 
fact this city will naturally become the. grea 
naval store shipping point for this vast tur- 
pentine region. The distance from Bainbridge 
to East Pass via Chattahoochee is about 40 
iniles, so these products can be transported to 
the gulf in four or five hours, there to be 
placed in ships and carried to al! countries: 
whereas how they have to be carried 236 miles 
to Savannah before reaching a seaport.

How the News Has Acted in Nashville. 
Nashville American, Feb. 2S. 

A portion of the community around the 
brokers’ oflices were in a general state of ex- 
citement yesterday over a widely circulated 
report that Jay Gould had ‘‘scooped”’ the 
Louisville and Nashville railway, and all its 
connections. The news centers, dhe banks 
and brokers’ offices, and offices of prominent 
railroad men were visited, but there was no 
foundation for the report, which must have 
originated in Nashville. It had been under- 
stood for some time past, however, that a big 
movement was to be made in the Tennessee 
systems of railroads and that the Jay Gould 
and Huntington syndicates had their eyes 
upon the Louisville and Nashville railway 
and might, at any time, take measures to ab- 
sorb it. 

In connection with the flying rumors of 
vesterday was the report that Colonel E. W. 
Cole was to be president of the Louisville and 
Nashville system. The friends of that gentle- 
man, however, had no intimation of such an 
arranvement and were not prepared to say 
whether he had any connection with the mat- 
ter at all. 

A good deal of uneasiness was felt in rail- 
road circles relative to the rumors. 

Colonel G. A. Washington, second vice- 
president of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, returned from New York yesterday via. 
his home, and spent afew hours in the city. 
The colonel was there during the flurry in 
Louisville and Nashville stock last week, and 
could doubtless have given us the inside of 
the raid, but from prudential reasons was not 
disposed to be communicative. He was very 
emphatic, however, in asserting his entire 
contidence in Mr. Baldwin and _ his associates 
to take care of the property of the company 
and ultimately restore the stock to its in- 
trinsic value. He was notaware of Mr. 
Gould having any stock in the company. 
Colonel Washington left for New York on 
the 6:40 train.

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AN INTERESTING DECISION 


By Which the Macen Extension Will Take Its Way 
Througk the Macon Cemetery. 

It will be remembered that in surveying the 
route for the extension of the Macon and 
Brunswick railroad, the management decided 
upon going through one corner of the ceme- 
tery at Macon. It was intended to go through 
a portion of the cemetery which is of little 
value, and is, we believe, unoccupied, but 
certain citizens ot Macon raised an objection 
and protested loudly against what they re-

Raliread Commissioners’ Hearing on the Subject. 
At the regular monthly meeting of the rail- 
road commission, yesterday, the three com- 
missioners were present. Mr. J. W. Greene, 
of the Georgia railroad; Mr. J. M. Edwards 
and Mr. j. J. Griffin, of the Macon and Bruns- 
wick, and Mr. Taylor, of the Savannah, Flor- 
ida and Western railroad, were before the 
comunission to appeal from circular No. 20. 
The commissioners now require every com- 
plaint to be made in writing, in the form of a 
letter, giving distinctly the causes of complaint 


,but not necessarily requiring the skill of a 


lawyer in its construction. The whole pro- 
ceedings otherwise are based on the rules 
governing superior courts in Georgia. The 
regular meetings of the commission are held 
on the Tuesday after the 4th Monday in each 
month, and continue from day to day until 
all business is disposed of. 

The causes which led to the appeal from 
the operations of circular number 20, are as 
follows: 

On February 10th, circular number 20 was 
issued by the commission :educing the rates 
on grain and flour between all points on the 
roads in Georgia, to about one-half of what 
they had been before the circular was sent 
forth. This action was caused by a 
complaint made by the millers of Georgia 
that flour was being carried from certain 
western points—among them Cincinnati—to 
places in Georgia, for considerably less than 
the same articles were being hauled for the 
mills in Georgia. The immediate cause of 
the issuance of the circular was a complaint 
made by the millers on account of an in- 
crease in the rate on flour from Atlanta to 
Savannah... The rate had been fifty cents per 
barrel between Atlanta and Savannah and 
Brunswick. The Central increased this to 
sixty cents. The rate between Cincinnati aud 
Brunswick and Savannah, was only 50 cents. 
This caused considerable stir among the mill 
men who reasoned that they were discrimt- 
nated against, and showed that a Savannah 
or Brunswick dealer could get a basrel of 
flour from Cincinnati or Louisville ten cents 
a barrel cheaper on freight than he could get 
from Savannah. While this was true it was 
also true that the rate on flour from Cincin- 
nati or Louisville te Atlanta was 76 cents, 
while to Macon and Augusta it was 75 cents. 
This was a direct discrimination of from 26 to 
28 cents in favoryof Savannah. The rate ona 
barrel from Macon to Savannah was 54 cents 
and from Augusta to Savannah 40 
cents; consequently to. ship— a_ bar- 
rel of flour from Cincinnati 
to Augusta and then to Savannah, would cost 
a dollar and eighteen cents, or to ship to Ma- 
con and then to Savannah, a dollar and 
twenty-five cents, while, if the barrel went 
direct, it only cost fifty cents from Cincinnati 
to Savannah. The rates in circular 20 were 
made upon an average, taken of the rate from 
Cincinnati on flour and grain to Macon, Au- 
gusta, Atlanta and Albany, and the amount 
received by the railroad for the number of 
niles bauled in Georgia, with twenty-five per 
cent. added for expenses. 

The Georgia railroad claims that it charges 
to all its local stations between Augusta and 
Atlanta the same on flour that the commis 
sioners’ rates allow, whether from the west or 
the mills here, but that they give reduced 
rates to Augusta mills for points on the Macon 
and Augusta railroad, charging, however, 
Augusta mills on the main line the commis- 
sioners’ rates, and that any interference with 
their established rates would be a serious re- 
duction to their revenue. Their expenses are 
now higher than they were last year, and the 
road being run on the lease system renders it 
of the utmost importance that they have all 
the income possible. The Georgia railroad 
also claims a charter exemption and may re- 
sistin the courts in the enforcement ot the 
new rates. 

The Macon and Brunswick bases its claims 
fora reinstatement of the rates on the ground 
that the road runs through a poor country 
with no local patronage of anv account aside 
from the hauling of lumber and turpentine, 
and that this decrease of grain rates would 
lose them $25,000 per annuin, which they ean 
il afferd. Ifthe rates are enforced it will 
drive freight around by water, where it can 
be hauled maich cheaper, and thus force the 
road away from its natural allies—the rail- 
roads. 

Mr. Taylor claims that the Savannah, Flor 
ida and Western stands on a ditlerent basis 
from any other railroad in the stave, and will 
argue lis case this morning at 10 © clock.

THE SUPREME COURT. 


Decisions Rendered February 2%, 1552. " 
Wood et al. vs. Macon and Brunswick railroad | 
company. Refusal of injunction, froin | 
Bibb. State. Railroads. Sales. Eminent | 
domain. Cemeteries. Municipal corpora-! 
tions. Injunction. 
Jackson, CC. J.—1l. The sale of the Macon 
and Brunwick railroad is valid and binding 
upon the State, and equity would hold the 


regulations prescribed for the manner of con- 
ducting it had not been literally complied | 
with,if carried into execution substantially by 
the executive, the purchase money having 
been largely paid, and the transaction virtu- | 
ally ratified by subsequent acquiescence of the | 
legislative department. Under such circuin- | 
stances the case must be strong indeed to 
authorize judicial interference with the sale. | 

2. By the lease and subsequent purchase of | 
the road and its franchise, the present compa- | 
ny, known as the Macon and Brunswick rail- 
rvuad company, acquired the right to extend 
and construct the road from Macon to At- 
lanta, subject to the limitations in the origi- 
naland amended charters of the company, 
subsequent legislation thereon,and the consti- 
tutional guarantee to the owners of property 
not to force them to part with any portion of 
it without just compensation. 

5. Though the state may have previously 
dedicated property along the direct line of said 
extension to other public uses, it has the re- 
served right to appropriate a necessary por- 
tion of it to other public use, provided such 
appropriation be made by express grant or 


title good in the purchasers, though ali the|- 


necessary implieation that such grant was 
intended; for having parted with it for cne 
public use, in the absence of such new grant, 
the presumption would be that it had not 
made another. inconsistent with the first. 

1. If therefore the state herself had dedi- 
cated the ground embraced within the 
limits of the cemetery at Macon to the 
use of the public as a burying place for 
the dead, and the track of the proposed 
extension in the most direct line’ trom 
Macon to Atlanta passed along the edge 
of the cemetery adjoining the Ocmulgee 
river, and was not inconsistent with the prior 
use of the grounds for a cemetery, but passed 
over ground wholly unsuited to such use, the 
implication would be strong that the grant to 
construct the road on such direct line, not be- 
ing in conflict with the prior dedication, in- 
cluded the grant to pass over such unneces- 
sary part of the cemetery. 

5. But where the city of Macon herself had 
dedicated the ground to the cemetery for her- 
self, and by contract with the rail- 
road company, and for a_ valuable 
consideration had granted to the company 
the right of way through a _ portion 
of the tormer dedication not adapted to the 
former use, and not interfering with any pri- 
vate lot conveyed by her to private persons, 
then it is clear that no such private person 
would be equitably intitled to interfere with 
the grant impliedly given by the state, and 
expressly ceded by the city. ‘This is especial- 
ly so when such use will enure, in the judg- 
mentof the city, to the greater security of 
the former use and general ornamentatfon of 
the cemetery. The particular improvement 
and adornment of his own lot is for the pri- 
vate judgment and taste of the owner; the 
adornment of the entire grounds . is for the 
city speaking through her authorities, partic- 
ularly when they speak, as is conceded, the 
overwhelming voice of the citizens. 

6. Delay in applying for the writ of injunc- 
tion until large expenditures have been made 
in acquiring the right of way on the line to 
the cemetery and in work done within it, and 
without notic2to the company of any inten- 
tion to make application therefor, will make 
equity more loth to stay tbe further progress 
of the work. The writ is designed to prevent, 
not to undo; and, without strong reason 
therefor, if delayed until progress at heavy 
cost has been made, the application should 
not be granted. 

7. Factsin dispute, with contlicting affida- 
vits, are for the chancellor, and unless his 
judgment theron shows an abuse of discretion, 
this court does not interfere. in this case his 
judgment is overwhelmingly sustained. 

Judgment affirmed.
